It suas that the 
empire is to consist of

component states besides any  terri- 
tories which by virtue of the right of 
self-determination desire to be 
ceived into the empire. ; 

The despatch declares that the 
people have the fight, regardless of 
former frontiers,. to erect new Ger- 
free states within the empire 
state has a 
population of 2,000,000. If the pco- 
ple of a border country wish to join 
the German empire the assent. of the 
German people shall be required. 

The imperial’ presidént who is to 
be elected by the people must ‘be 35 
years old, and must have been a 
citizen of Germany for 10. years be- 
fore the .eclection. He will be elec- 
ted by an absolute majority of all 
the votes.of the empire. 

The president will represent: the 
empire, but declaration. of war or 
conclusions of .peace rest with the) 
Reichstag. Treaties with foreign 
states require the assent .of the 
Reichstag. As soon as a league of 
nations, the object of which is the 
exclusion of secret treaties, has been 
formed, all treaties with the league 
shall require the assent of the’ Reich- 
stag.’ 

The iunperial president’s tenure of 

ffice will be for seven years, and his 
re-election will be permissible. 

The imperial government will be 
composed of a chancellor and minis- 
ters chosen by thé‘ president of the 
Reichstag. ‘The government must 
have the confidence of the house of 
deputies and shall be responsible to 
the ‘Reichstag,

Re Hail Insurance Act. 


Sir:- There being considerable 
deversity of opinion regarding the 
above Act, I will try to explain it 
as I see. First it is a matter for the 
districts to submit the Act to the 
electors on Feb. 27th, this being 
compulsory. (See 7) Secondly, the 
Act does not come into force’ unless 
there is at. least. forty-five districts 
voting in favor, which is a foregone 
conclusion there will be, “the Act 
will not becoine operative, and then 
only in those districts voting in fa- 
vor of the Act, and not as generally 
supposed to eover the whole Pro- 


vince; let me explain again, those}: 


districts voting against the Act, will 


not be brought unner the operation | 


of the Act. ‘Thirdly, (Sec 6 Sub-Sec. 
4) if a district votes against the Act 
it still does not’ bar anyone from 
taking advantage of it, as there is a 
clause which says any owner or oc- 
cuqant of land lying within a muni- 
cipal district within the area to 


which the Act applies, but not with 
in a district voting in favor, can 
ask to have his land included sub- 
ject to such terms‘aud conditions as 
the Act allows. ° 

Fourth, (Sec 26, in the évent af 
the vot® being-in favor of the Act, 
any owner, occupier, or person lia- 
ble to assessment under this. Act, 
may, prior to the 16th day of June, 
in any year after coming into force 
thereof, by written notice to the 
Sec-Treas of the municipal district 
within which the land in question 
lies, withdraw.from the “operation 
of the Act. An‘owner cannot. with- 
draw his land if rented unless with 
the written consent of the renter, 

Fifth, the highest amount one 
can insure for i8 eight dollars, $8, 
‘which can be reduced to six dollars 
upon application of the insured, 
the rate is struck immediately sub- 
sequent to the 15th day of Sept. in 
each year, and shall include all ex- 
penses, administration, interest and 
other charges on moneys borrowed, 
indemnities awarded, ‘create and 
maintain a reserve equal to eight 
per cent of the total risk.
